Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Butt Slammers 9 Fade to Anal 
is Not Approved 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video poster is dominated by photographs of naked women, either posing with their buttocks 
to the camera or in poses of sexual activity, with small images of women’s buttocks as a border. It 
also contains prominent references to anal sexual activity in the title. The focus on the women’s 
buttocks in the majority of the photographs, in combination with explicit photographs of sexual 
activity, tends to degrade and dehumanise the women by presenting them as sets of body parts. 
The intense coverage given to these photographs, which cover most of the video poster, 
reinforces this degrading and dehumanising focus. Given the extent, degree and manner of 
degrading treatment of women in the photographs focusing on women’s buttocks, the 
Classification Office considers that if the video poster was submitted under si 3(1) of the Act, it 
would be likely to be classified as objectionable. In accordance with Regulation 28(3)(a), the video 
poster is not approved.
